BETTY  AUSTIN  Cactus,  The  absolutely  perfect  dahlia.  A Hybrid  Cactus  that  is  in  a class  by  itself.  One 

more  year  has  only  demonstrated  that  all  over  the  country  it  is  one  of  the  earliest  to  bloom, 

a free  and  continuous  bloomer.  The  flowers  are  full  to  the  centre  up  to  frost.  Color,  yellow  at  base  of  petal,  blending 
to  rosy  carmine  and  rose,  yellow  at  tips;  reflex  rose.  The  form,  as  shown  by  the  color  photograph  reproduced  above, 
is  the  ideal  Hybrid  Cactus,  while  the  long  slim  stem  holds  the  flower  up  to  look  you  frankly  in  the  face.  The  flowers 
are  medium  to  large,  about  seven  inches  in  diameter.  The  plant  is  a cpiick  grower,  of  branching  habit,  about  three  to 
four  feet  high.  A wonderful  commercial  cut  flower  and  an  ideal  garden  plant.  It  is  entirely  distinct  and  worthy  of  a 
place  in  every  collection.

The  hot  dry  weather  seemed  to  bring  out  the  very  finest  shades,  tints,  and  colors,  and  such  profusion.  We  devote  acres  just  to  trial 
grounds,  not  only  to  thoroughly  test  out  all  varieties,  but  for  the  benefit  and  pleasure  of  all  “dahlia  enthusiasts.” 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  the  plain  truth  describing  them  as  they  grow  with  us,  and  the  average  color;  for  flowers 
vary  in  color  at  dilfierent  seasons,  on  different  soils,  in  different  climates  and  under  different  conditions,  so  we  take  our  colors  at  mid- 
season. 

ROOTS  vs.  PLANTS  We  do  not  wish  to  enter  any  controversy,  but  want  to  say,  so  far  as  flowers  are  concerned, 

there  is  no  difference  in  results  between  roots  and  plants.  Given  the  proper  care,  they  will 
give  equally  good  results.  Even  the  growers  who  recommend  plants  as  better  than  roots  insist  on  roots  when  buying,  because  they 
are  worth  more.  Otherwise,  plants  would  not  be  offered  at  half  price. 

Roots  are  more  easily  handled,  ship  long  distances  better,  and  give  more  roots  for  the  following  year.  Plants,  however,  enable 
growers  to  offer  varieties  much  more  quickly,  where  stock  is  limited,  and  at  lower  prices  than  would  be  possible  for  roots.  This  also 
allows  the  dahlia  enthusiasts  to  get  just  the  varieties  they  want,  even  after  root  stocks  are  exhausted;  or,  to  get  twice  as  many  plants 
for  a given  amount  of  money.

For  41  years  we  have  grown  Dahlias,  and  since  1895  have  been  recognized,  by  those  who  know,  as  not  only  the  largest 
growers  in  the  world,  but  growers  of  THE  “WORLD’S  BEST  DAHLIAS.’’

Then  in  our  private  tests  of  500  of  the  best  newer  varieties  from  all  sources,  we  had  a full  row  of  Rodman  Wanamaker.  No  more 
rigid  tests  could  be  made,  and  every  one,  without  exception,  pronounced  it  the  largest  and  finest  of  them  all.  One  visitor  measured 
26  consecutive  flowers  down  one  row;  they  ranged  from  9]^  to  inches  in  diameter,  and  they  were  not  disbudded. 

In  color  again  this  variety  is  entirely  distinct  and,  beside  it,  all  the  bronzy  Autumn  shades  are  either  pale  or  dull.  The  buds 
are  pale  lemon  yellow  as  is  each  petal  as  it  first  expands,  but  it  quickly  develops  into  a golden  bronzy  salmon  pink  and  finally  into  a 
beautiful  bright  shade  of  Ochraceous  Salmon,  with  a reflex  of  spinel  pink.  The  flowers  are  of  splendid  texture,  with  a luminous  sheen. 
The  plant  is  a most  profuse  bloomer  and  they  are  a gorgeous  sight  with  the  many  shades  and  tints  of  Autumn  so  harmoniously  blended. 

The  plant  is  a giant;  strong,  sturdy  and  vigorous,  with  glossy  green  luxurious  foliage,  lace-like  in  formations,  and  produces  the 
giant  flowers  facing,  on  long  straight  stiff  stems.  The  flowers,  although  so  large,  have,  owing  to  the  beautiful  formation,  no  appearance 
of  stiffness  or  heaviness.  Taken  in  all  this  is  an  absolutely  perfect  Dahlia.  It  is  the  largest  and  finest  Dahlia  in  the  world  today,  and 
eventually  will  be  in  every  Dahlia  lovers  collection.

MRS.  ROBERT  H.  GROFF  Cactus.  This,  in  the 

opinion  of  our  visi- 
tors, is  the  best  pure  white  cactus.  It  is  of  medium  size,  5 to  6 
inches,  and  an  extremely  profuse  bloomer.  The  petals  are  long, 
narrow  and  beautifully  curled.  The  buds  are  long  and  pointed; 
the  flowers  perfect  and  full  to  the  center.  An  ideal  variety  for 
garden  and  cutting.  Roots  $2.50;  plants  $1.25. 

PEACOCK  Giant  Ball.  This  is  not  the  old  ball  variety  sent 
out  by  Turner  in  1877,  and  which  we  discarded 
twenty-five  years  ago  because  it  was  not  up  to  our  standard,  as 
represented  by  the  Frank  Smith  type.  We  named  it  because  no 
“Peacock”  could  be  more  gorgeous,  and  the  old  variety  was  not 
in  commerce.  The  plant  is  dwarf  and  branching.  The  flowers  are 
large  for  this  type,  and  are  produced  freely  on  long  erect  rigid 
stems — -in  marked  contrast  to  “Our  Country,”  beside  which  it 
was  tested  out.  The  flowers  are  always  perfectly  formed,  while 
the  color  is  that  rich  crimson-purple,  with  each  petal  tipped  white. 
“It  is  a great  Dahlia”  is  the  consensus  of  all  our  visitors.  Roots

PINK  SUPREME  Cactus.  This  new  pink  is  undoubt- 
edly the  best  commercial  pink

twisted,  but  incurve.  The  color  is  the  brightest,  most  luminous 
geranium  red,  richly  shaded,  and  each  petal  is  distinctly  tipped 
yellow.  The  flowers  have  great  depth  and  substance;  are  splen- 
did for  cutting  and  decorations.  The  plant  is  a very  sturdy  grower 
of  branching  habit  and  produces  the  flowers  freely  on  stiff  stems, 
making  it  an  ideal  garden  plant.  Roots  $1.00  each. 


DR.  STEM  Paeony.  The  best  of  all  red  paeony  flowered 
dahlias.  Entirely  distinct  in  every  way.  The 
early  flowers  are  8 to  10  inches  in  diameter,  are  produced  erect  on 
cane  stiff  stems  and  are  full  to  the  center.  The  later  flowers  are 
of  the  same  size  but  of  beautiful  paeony  form,  in  many  cases  the 
yellow  center  is  completely  covered  with  fantastically  formed 
inner  petals.  The  color  is  a bright  scarlet  red,  reflex  engenia  red. 
The  plant  is  a sturdy,  vigorous  grower.  An  acquisition  that  will 
find  its  way  into  every  paeony  collection.  4 ft.  Roots  $2.50. 

ELIZABETH  B.  FITTER  Hybrid  Cactus.  A new 

variety  that  appeals,  one 
that  we  never  tire  of.  It  is  everything  that  Etendard  de  Lyon  is 
not.  The  flowers  are  larger,  much  fuller,  on  long,  slender,  stiff 
stems  and  were  the  first  to  bloom  in  our  trials  and  were  a mass  of 
long  stemmed,  perfectly  full  flowers,  when  killed  down  by  frost. 
Also  the  color  is  better,  being  a true  purple,  with  a reflex  of  phlox 
purple.  The  plant  is  a free  grower,  with  rich  dark  green  foliage. 
The  best  of  this  class  and  color.  5 ft.  Roots  $2.50. 

GLADYS  PEACOCK  Decorative.  A massive  flower 

that  lasts  longer  than  any  other 
variety  on  the  plant,  with  the  possible  exception  of  Colossal  Pink. 
The  flowers  are  of  immense  size  and  borne  facing  on  very  long, 
stiff  stems.  The  color  is  lemon  yellow  at  base  of  petals,  shading 
to  rose;  reflex  rose,  veined,  light  mallow  purple.  The  plant  is  a 
very  strong,  vigorous  grower  and  a free  bloomer  for  such  a 
gigantic  flower.  The  form  is  fine,  with  very  full  high  pointed 
center.  A splendid  exhibition  variety,  and  the  kind  we  all  like 
to  give  our  friends,  but  most  too  large  for  commercial  cut  flowers.

The  form  is  hybrid  cactus  and  perfectly  full  at  first,  but  later 
shows  the  Geisha  form  as  well  as  a bright  and  refined  Geisha  color.
